President's Report. 

Beloved Brethren of Kansas Synod: A kind Providence has preserved our 
lives through another year, and brought us together again in annual conven- 
tion. With joy we shall recount what the Lord hath been pleased to accom- 
plish through our weak instrumentality. This scene of our gathering is em- 
blematic of that happy time when in answer to the summons of our great 
Commander we shall come up before the throne “ bringing our sheaves” 
with us. 

Thankful to God for the success which has crowned the labor of another 
year, we come to cuunsel for the future, and to consecrate ourselves anew to 
the work of our holy office. 

Much substantial progress has been made. Enlarged success has followed 
sacrificing labor. Many of our brethren have been so patient and faithful in 
sowing that they are already entering the promised season of reaping. Others 
have been called to greater fields, and all have been able to testify to the fulfil- 
ment of the great promise appended to the commission under which we labor. 

As Christians we rejoice in the general progress of the kingdom of truth, 
and as Lutherans we have great reason to be grateful for the constant develop- 
ment and enlargement of our special work. Upon you and your labors: 
“* Grace, mercy and peace.”’ 

The following is a detailed account of my official actions for the past year: 
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INSTALLATIONS. 

Monday evening, November 21, 1287, the Rev. S. B. Hyman was installed 
pastor of Lawrence church, the brethren Kevs. S. B. Barnitz and M. F. 
Troxell officiating by appointment. 

On June roth, 1888, the Rev. W. F. Rentz was installed pastor of Atchison 
mission by the Rev. Dr. W. H. Wynn and the Rev. Prof. W. B. Glanding, 
who were duly appointed to perform this duty. 


DISMISSALS. 

October 31, 1887, I granted the Rev. I. J. Delo a letter of dismission, re- 
commending him to the fellowship of the brethren of the Iowa Synod, within 
the bounds of which he had begun labor as pastor. 

February 24, 1888, I dismissed the Rev. G. S. Diven to unite with the 
Synod of New York and New Jersey. 

March 16, 1888, I sent the Rev. P. Ewald his letter of dismission, he desir- 
ing to unite with the Synod of Nebraska, 

September 6, 1888, the Rev. R. F. Hassinger wrote me, saying that if the 
Synod meant what it said in a resolution regarding ministers who did not live 
within our synodical bounds, he wanted his letter. He was accordingly 
dismissed to unite with the Central Pennsylvania Synod. 


September 13, 1588, dismissed the Rev. W. C. Seidel to unite with the 
West Pennsylvania Synod. 

September 24, 1888, I sent, by request, a letter of dismission to the Rev. 
H. B. Belmer, who unites with the Miami Synod. 


NEW MEMBER. 
June 2, 1888, the Rev. W. F. Rentz sent his letter of dismissal from the 
East Pennsylvania Synod. 


RESIGNATIONS AND FASTORAL CHANGES. 

* November 7, 1887, the Rev. M. F. Rinker resigned the Greenleaf Charge. 
January 10, 1888, the Rev. P. Ewald resigned the Long Island Charge. 
March 10, 1888, the Rev. M. F. Rinker accepted a call to the newly-or- 

ganized church at Washington. 

April 6, 1888, the Rev. W. C. Seidel resigned his charge at Ottawa. 

June 13, 1888, the Rev, H. B. Belmer resigned Peabody Charge. 

August 31, 1888, the Rev. S. B. Hyman resigned the Lawrence Charge. 

September 1, 1888, the Rev. J.G. M. Hursh resigned as pastor of the Perth 
congregation. 

October 1, 1888, the Rev. M. F. Troxell resigned as pastor of the Chil- 
dren’s Memorial, to become Secretary of the Board of Education. 

September 15, 1888, I received a letter from the Rev. J. A. Lowe, inform. 
img me that he had resigned his charge at Waterville. 

October 9, 1888, the Kev. G. D. Gotwald informed me that he had re- 
sighed his charge at Salina, to become pastor of the Children’s Memorial at | 
Kansas City. 

September 16, 1888, the Rev. G. A. Bowers, D. D., informed me that he 
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had accepted a call to become pastor of the Peabody church, and that he 
would begin his labors there on the 23d of the same month. We are glad to 
have the Doctor with us again in active relation, and congratulate the Pea- 
body Church on its good fortune in securing his valued services. 

October 16, 1888, the Rev. J], A. Lowe wrote me that he had accepted the 
Board’s call to begin operations in Hutchinson, and that he was on the 
ground, but had not time to affect an organization before Synod. Bro. Lowe 
enters his new field with large experience, encouraged by marked success as 
a missionary. We shall hear well from Hutchinson a year hence. 


AD INTERIM LICENSE. 

March 10, 1888, on petition, signed by the brethren Rev. S. P. Harrington, 
Rev. B. F. Hills and Rev. F. M. Porch, I granted ad interim license to Bro. 
J. F. Scherer. 

ORGANIZATIONS, CORNER-STONE LAYINGS AND DEDICATIONS. 

November 15, 1887, the Rev. A. J. Hartsock reported the organization of a 
congregation at Solomon City, with 18 members and “ more to follow,” and 
that this congregation would apply to be admitted into the Kansas Synod at 
the present convention. 

March to, 1888, the Rev. M. F. Rinker reported the organization of St. 
Paul’s Evangelical Church at Washington, and that it would apply for admis- 
sion into the Kansas Synod at this convention. 

On Easter Sunday the congregation of the first English Lutheran Church, 
Kansas City, Missouri, began to worship in their new basement. It is a most 
cheerful, comfortable and convenient place to worship, and has given new life 
and interest to the work. It can be made to seat comfortably 500 people, and 
has all the modern conveniences. The first service in the new building was 
an event in this church’s history, marking the beginning of a new era of 
growth and prosperity. 

April 8, 1888, the corner-stone of St. Mark's Lutheran Church, Emporia, 
Kansas, was laid, and by September the building was so far completed as to 
be opened for divine services. We have heard a great many high compli- 
ments upon the financial management, beauty and excellency of this building, 
all of which does credit to our good brother, the pastor. 

On December 13, 1887, the new church at Valley Falls, Kansas, was dedi- 
cated, the brethren Rev. J. B. McAfee, Rev. T. F. Dornblaser, and the Presi- 
dent officiating. The new church sprang up as by magic out of the ruins of the 
old, throagh the untiring labor of our brother, Rev. A..M. Geiger, the pastor. 

June 10, 1888, the corner-stone of the new church at Ellsworth was laid, 
and the building has been pushed as fast as possible. Brother Varger has had 
a most trying time, and deserves great su¢cess for his sacrificing labors. If 
Synod is disposed to lend a helping hand, we know of no place more worthy 


than Ellsworth, 
The corner-stone of Zion's English Lutheran Church of Prairie Star, Paw- 


nee county, was laid August 19, 1888, the pastor conducting the services. 
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September 1, 1888, the corner-stone of the new church at Atchison was 
laid, and the building is rapidly approaching completion. The work aone in 
this difficult field in so short a time proves our new brother to be the right 
kind of a man for this western field. 

September 16, 1888, the corner-stone of St. John’s Lutheran Church at 
Wellington, Kansas, was laid, and this new work is being well and wisely 
done. 

September —, 1888, a mew church was dedicated practically free from debt 
at Manchester, under the pastoral management of the Rev. Jonas Freet. The 
building is well suited to its purpose in that locality, and makes the work at 
this place a permanent success. 

October 22, 1887, St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Wellington, 
Kansas, voted to apply for membership in this body at the present meeting of 
Synod. Communicant membership, 30. Rev. J. G. M. Hursh, pastor. 

December 6, 1888, the corner-stone of the First English Lutheran Church, 
Kansas City, Mo., was laid, the Rev. S. A. Ort, D. D., and a number of city 
ministers, assisting. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A vast amount of correspondence has been required of the President dur- 
ing the year. Ministers have wanted to come West, young men have wanted 
to study for the ministry, others have wanted to prepare for licensure at the 
present meeting of Synod, and many requests have come for preaching and 
official acts during the year. The matters of interest to this body will come 
up through their proper channel. 

The President’s time has been so occupied with his own congregation, that 
he has felt it impossible to leave his pulpit, and has succeeded in getting 
brethren, generally more conveniently located, to act in his stead, to all of 
whom he hereby returns sincerest thanks. 

VACANCIES. 

At present, Lawrence, Waterville and Salina, are without pastors, although 
they have not been without preaching. We trust they may soon secure faith- 
ful shepherds to be over them. 

The mission at Ottawa has been suspended for a time, at least, by the Board 
of Home Missious. The field seems to be difficult and perplexing. We 
trust that in some way the work may be carried on. 

A third and most determined effort was made to secure a man for Wichita, 
with a third failure. Several have offered their services and their names 
have been given the Board; but as yet nothing has been done, and our op- 
portunity there has well nigh passed by. | 

MIDLAND COLLEGE. | 

We all rejoice in the progress of our new institution. ‘The first half of the 
building is completed and ready for occupancy. The citizens have come up 
nobly with their part of the contract thus far, and the most has been made of 


_ this fact by the Board of Trustees in beginning work at once on the building. 
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The Rev. A. M. Geiger was given charge of the work of building, and gre: 
credit is due him for the businesslike manner in which he has discharged his 


duties. 
Additions have been made to the Faculty, and the attendance is all that the 


present quarters can accommodate. If the church shall do her part in the 
great work, we shall soon have a first-class Lutheran College west of the 


Missouri river, which may God grant. 

And now, brethren, God is answering our prayers most promptly and rap- 
idly. We not only have a great missionary field, but a strong, active, tireless 
band of missionaries. We not only havea new college well on the way to a 
permanent founding, but we have young men coming up and asking aid to 
help them in their study for the ministry. We have been blessed quite gen. 
erally in our efforts to erect new and worthy houses to the worship of God, 
and the Holy Ghost is filling these temples with new recruits for the Master's 
kingdom, 

May the good work go on, and the cause of our beloved Zion grow and 
increase, until we shall have done our part toward fulfilling the Master's 


command. 
Thanking you for the uniform courtesy and kindly consideration shown me 


as your presiding officer, I hereby close my duties as your chief servant.

Report of Trustees of Carthage College. 


Your Trustees of Carthage College beg leave to teport that one of them 
was present at the Board meeting, July 10, 1888. Many perplexing things 
were disposed of in a most business-like and harmonious way. The resigna- 
tion of President Bartholomew made the election of a new President neces- 
sary. The lot finally fell on the Rev. Holmes Dysinger, a young man of con- 
siderable experience in college work, and who has already shown a marked 
ability to adapt himself to his new and difficult position. 

Not since the death of President Tress'er, has the feeling both in the 
church and in the town been so hopeful; everybody seems to feel that the 
College will now attain both deliverance and success. i 

The following resolution was adopted and is of interest to this body : . | 

“ Inasmuch as there seems to be a willingness on the part of the Synods of 
Kansas and Nebraska to transfer their stock in Carthage College to the Synods i 
in the more immediate territory of the mstitution ; therefore, . . 

“ Resolved, That while we would be glad of the continued co-operation of | 
bs these Synods, we appreciate the kindly spirit in the offer, and the transfer , 
would meet our approval.” 

The next important action was the adoption of a resolution provjding for a 
new loan in order that all the old indebtedness may be cancelled and the 
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credit of the institution be restored. Should this Synod transfer its stock, 
this resolution would not seem to require any action on our part. It is as 
follows : | 

“Resolved, That this Synod, being the owner of forty-two shares of the 
capital stock of Carthage College, at Carthage in Hancock County and State 
of Illinois, do hereby consent that Carthage College borrow a sufficient sum 
of money to pay the present existing indebtedness of said College, and the 
Trustees of Carthage College, or their Executive Committee, authorize the 
President of the Board of Trustees and Secretary, to execute a good and suf. 
ficient mortgage on the real property of said College at Carthage, Illinois, to 
secure the sum of money so borrowed. And that the said money may be 
borrowed for a period not exceeding five years, and at the rate of annual in- 
terest not exceeding seven per cent.’ 

The amount required to liquidate all indebtedness against the College, i» 
$8000.00. It is intended to make the loan for five years, with the privilege of 
paying all or part at any interest-bearing date previous. It is also intended 
that no further indebtedness shall be made, and that means be speedily em- 
ployed for the purpose of providing for the prompt payment of the loan. 

Your Committee feels much encouraged with the outlook of the College, 
and would recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

WHEREAS, A new college has been founded upon our territory ; and 

INASMUCH as the action is perfectly agreeable to the Board of Trustees of 
Carthage College ; therefore, 

Resolved, That this Synod transfer its Carthage College stock to the North. 
ern, Central, and Southern Illinois Synods and tothe Iowa Synod, divided in 
proportion to their present holdings. 

Resolved, That in so doing we shall not lose our friendly interest in the 
College, but shall ever be willing and ready to do for it as much as lies within 
our power. 

We also recommend the adoption of the second resolution adopted by the 
Board of Trustees as meeting our hearty approval.

Both letters agree 
in saying that the Morrill charge has never been dismissed from the Nebraska 
Synod, and still reports to and is recognized by the Nebraska Synod.

2. We also find two letters from the Rev. J. W. Kimmel regarding Norca- 
tur and Oberlin. We understand that there are church buildings at each 
place, and also a preaching point at each place. This charge is reported as 
able to pay a salary of $500, and Rev. Kimmel urges that a man be sent at 
once. 

6. We commend this field to the Advisory Committee of Synod, hoping 
that they may be able to persuade some of our “ vacant ministers’’ to take up 
this work.

3- Is a letter from Bro. Kimmel, in which he says that for two and a half 
years he has been encroaching on our territory, that he has three churches 
built, each having an organization, which are on our territory, and which he 
wants to turn over to the care of this Synod. 

d. Your Committee would suggest : first, that we do not regard Bro. Kim- 
mel as encroaching on our territory if he 1s under appointment by the Home 
Mission Board ; second, that we are thankful for the work done by him ; third, 
that our Advisory Committee be requested to give this field immediate atten- 
tion.

It is our conviction that there is no more promising field for this special 
work of the Board of Church Extension than that of the Kansas Synod and 
our great South-west, especially the Arkansas Valley, where during the last 
year desirable lots were secured in Wellington, Hutchinson, Kinsley and 
Syracuse. 

Since this special work was commenced, real estate at no time has been so 
low and easy to be secured as at the present time, and our prayer is that with 
the assistance of a committee that may be appointed next year, much more 
may be undertaken and accomplished to plam the Church of the Augsburg

BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas. 


OBJECT. 

L. The object of this corporation is to manage the secular affairs of the or- 
ganization heretofore and now known as the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Kansas, in its purpose of encouraging and promoting the worship of Almighty 
God under the forms and rules adopted by the English Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of the United States of America; and it aims, at all times, to conform 
to the rules adopted by said Church. It pledges itself to proceed: carefully 
in all secular matters aud to accede to and comply with all resolutions, requests 
and demands of said organization known as the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Kansas, and of the organization known as the General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of the United States of America, including the sev- 
eral Boards authorized by said General Synod ; recognizing, however, at all 
times, the duty and necessity of obeying the letter and intent of the laws of 
Kansas. 


Il. This corporation shall be composed of all persons who are annually 
members of that organization heretotore and now known as the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Kansas. 


OFICERS. 


Ill. The officers of this corporation shall be a President, a Secretary, a 
Treasurer, and five Trustees. 

IV. All of said officers shall be elected annually, with the exception of the 
Trustees, who shall hold office two years, two and three of them being elected 
alternately. 

¥. The members of the corporation shall elect the Trustees by ballot at its 


annual meeting, and the Trustees shall elect all other officers by ballot; and_ 


in all elections a majority of votes shall be required to elect. 
VIL. Trustees shall have power to fill al) vacancies, however occasioned, 


until the next annual session of the Synod. 
VII. The President of the corporation shall be one of the Trustees, but 
any suitable persons may be elected Secretary and Treasurer by the Trustees. 


(33) 
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MEETINGS. 

VIII. This Synod shall meet annually on the last Wednesday before the 
last Sunday of October. The place of meeting shall be fixed by the Synod, 
or if not so fixed, by the Trustees, who shall have power to change the time 
and place of meeting when, in their judgment, a change shall become expe- 
dient. 

IX. The annual meeting of the Trustees shall be held on Saturday, at such 
place as the Synod shall be holding its annual session. 

X. Special sessions of the Synod may be ordered by the Trustees at such 
time and place as they may appoint, and they shall call such special sessions 
at the written request of at least one-fifth of the persons who were entitled to 
seats at the preceding annual session ; special sessions of the Trustees may be 
ordered by the President at such time and place as he may appoint, and he 
shall call sessions at the written request of at least two of the Trustees. Pub- 
lic notice of any special session, stating its purpose, shall be given by the 
Secretary at least two weeks before the time fixed therefor. The members of 
the preceding annual session shall be entitled to seats in any special session of 
the Synod, unless others shall have been chosen in their places, in accordance 
with the rules of the Church. ) 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

XI. President—He shall preside at all meetings of the Synod and of the 
Trustees. In his absence those present shall choose some one of their num- 
ber to perform his duties. The President may vote on al! questions coming 
before the Synod or the Trustees. 

XII. Secrefary—He shall record the secular proceedings of the Synod, and 
of the Trustees, and have the custody of all books and papers belonging to 
the Synod, the care of which is not otherwise provided for. 

He shall give due notice of all sessions of the Synod and of the Trustees. 

He shall give written notice to all persons elected or appointed to any duty, 
stating the duty to be performed. 

He shall conduct the correspondence of the Synod, and attest its public acts 
and all orders drawn upon the Treasury. 

He shall have charge of what is known as the General Office of this corpo- 
ration, as provided by the statutes of the State of Kansas. 

XI. Zreasurer—He shall receive all moneys which shall come into the 
hands of the Board of Trustees, and disburse the same as ordered by said 
Trustees. 

He shall give security for the faithful performance of his duties, when re- 
quired by the Trustees. . 

He shall keep his office and all funds that may come into his hands within 
the State of Kansas, as provided by the statutes of said State. 

XIV. Zrustees—They shall have the general management of the secular 
affairs of the Synod, more particularly those transactions which relate to real 
estate. A majority of the Trustees shall constitute a quorum, and they shal! 
qualify and enter upon their Cuties as soon as possible after their election. 
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GENERAL. 

XV. The Synod may recommend, by resolution or otherwise, any action it 
may desire the Trustees to take, and the Trustees shall consider themselves in 
duty bound to carry out the will of the Synod in general. 

XVI. The title to all property of the Synod, both personal and real, shall 
vest in the Trustees. 

XVII. In case of dissolution, all the property of this Synod, including funds 
held in trust or otherwise, shall be transferred to the General Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of the United States of America, to be held and 
used by it for the purposes for which said property was set apart or appro- 


XVIII. It is recommended that the Trustees, in the election of officers, 
choose the same officers that have been chosen by the organization heretofore 
and now known as the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas, when the same 
can be done in conformity with the laws of the State of Kansas. 

XIX. These By-Laws may be altered or amended at any session of the 
Trustees, by a majority of the Trustees, and the same may be altered or 
amended by a vote of the members of any session of the Synod at an election 
to be ordered for that purpose by the Trustees, on the written application of a 
4 majority of such members. 


The By-Laws were adopted.
